WHAT  IS  TH*  PROPRk  WORK  O T 

ruauc  schools* 

No  aooocr  le  one  question  about  our 
Publio  Be  h  on  la  anawered,  than  another 
arista,  demanding  no  lea*  thought  and  dla- 
cuaaion  for  its  settlement.  Public  senti¬ 
ment  has  decided  that  the  State  aball  offer 
to  all  its  children  a  free  common  school 
education.  To  what  extent  this  shall  be 
compulsory,  is  not  yet  settled  ;  but  while 
we  are  etill  considering  it,  circumstances 
compel  os  to  decide  what  shall  be  the  limit 
of  the  instruction  given  in  our  public 
schools. 

The  present  school  system  in  this  State 
was  established  Is  IB# 7 ;  in  1871  it  was 
made  free.  By  tba  original  set  the  State 
appropriated  $100,000  yearly  to  this  ob¬ 
ject;  the  balance  necessary  for  the  support 
of  the  schools,  was  raised  partly  by  tbe 
townships  and  partly  by  flbe  districts. 
Each  district  was  required  a  Iso  to  erect 
and  furnish  suitable  buildings;  this  has 
boon  generally  done,  so  that  there  ia  scarce¬ 
ly  a  district — at  least  in  Essex  County — 
which  does  not  possess  suitable  accommo¬ 
dations  for  all  the  children  who  attend  tbe 
schools.  The  Act  ot  1871,  in  addition  to 
the  $100,000  appropriation,  laid  a  tax  of 
two  mills  per  dollar  on  the  property  in  the 
State ;  this  money  is  apportioned  to  the 
districts  sccording  to  tbe  number  of  chil¬ 
dren  between  the  ages  of  fire  end  eighteen 
years  residing  within  their  respective  lim. 
its.  The  Township  tax  (very  unfortunately, 
wo  tbink)has  been  abolished;  whatever  defi¬ 
ciency  exists  most  be  supplied  by  district 
tsxation. 

The  State  appropriation  and  the  two- 
mill  tax — amounting  this  year  to  $1,325,  - 
508.21 — are  considered  sufficient  to  educate 
the  children  in  the  so-called  fundamental 
branches,  via.,  spelling,  reading,  writing, 
geography,  arithmetic,  and  grammar 
Many  citizen*  find  it  so  bard  to  pay  their 
taxes,  that  they  are  enquiring  whether  pub¬ 
lic  school  instruction  should  not  be  limited 
to  these  fundaments!  branches,  and  higher 
education  be  entrusted  to  private  effort 
and  expense.  Others,  although  not  influ¬ 
enced  by  the  tax,  still  believe  this  the  true 
limit.  Before  discussing  this  question,  it 
is  necessary  to  decide,  what  thorough  in¬ 
struction  in  the  a  bore-named  studies  com¬ 
prises. 

The  ebility  to  spell  most  of  the  words  in 
the  spelling  book,  without  regard  to  their 
meaning  and  o-e,  ia  no  longer  considered 
a  knowledge  of  spelling.  T  .is  is  a  part 
— an  important  and  net  esaary  part — of  the 
■abject;  but  not  all  of  it.  The  scholar 
must  be  instructed  at  to  the  meaning  and 
proper  use  of  words  ;  which  can  be  done 
only  by  practical  coni  position.  Grammar 
mast  be  taught  in  the  same  way.  The 
spelling  and  grammar  of  a  language  are  of 
use  only  as  they  enable  one  to  read,  write, 
and  apeak  it  easily  and  correctly.  This 
includes  s  great  deal.  It  presupposes 
knowledge  and  thought.  A  teacher,  then, 
even  in  primary  classes,  much  more  in  the 
advsncea  ones,  must  impart  much  general 
knowledge,  and  teach  the  children  how  to 
think,  as  well  as  how  to  express  thought. 

This  work,  instead  of  being  committed 
to  tyros,  should  be  done  by  our  most  iutel 
ligent  and  cultured  teachers. 

The  children  should  obtain  such  a  know 
ledge  of  Arithmetic  as  will  enable  them  to 
pertorm  quickly  and  accurately  any  of  the 
calculations  necessary  in  ordinary  business 
transactions  ;  including  interest  and  the 
measnrsmentof  lengths,  solids,  and  liquids. 

In  connection  with  arithmetic  shonhl  be 
imparted  s  knowledge  of  book  keeping 
sufficient  to  enable  the  scholar  to  keep  an 
accurate  account  of  ordinary  business  tran 
■actions.  Geography  should  be  so  studied 
thst  the  pupil  on  leaving  school  will  have 
a  fair  idea  of  the  shape  and  motions  of  the 
earth;  its  divisions  of  land  and  water;  it* 
mountain  and  river  systems ;  its  climates  ; 
the  productions  of  its  vsrious  countries  ; 
the  nations  who  dwell  in  it;  their  peculi¬ 
arities  and  something  of  their  history  ; 
and  also  something  of  the  world’?  com 
mores.  With  sack  knowledge,  a  man  cun 
read  hit  daily  paper,  or  magazine,  intelli¬ 
gently,  and  can  converse  undersiandingly. 

A  good  deal  of  work  is  thus  laid  out  for 
the  primary  and  grammar  school ;  with 
such  an  aducation,  a  boy  possessing  com¬ 
mon  sense  and  energy  will  (other  things 
being  equal)  be  successful  in  life.  We  arc 
now  raady  to  consider  the  subject  ol  Ilgher 
Education.

BLOOMFIELD. 

PUBLIC  MEETING. 

An  abortive  attempt  was  made  to  get  up 
a  public  meeting  on  Saturday  night  last. 
A  printed  call  signed  by  a  half  dozen  citi¬ 
zens,  excited  but  little  interest  and  attract¬ 
ed  very  few  persona.  Our  informant  stat¬ 
ed  that  “a  preliminary  organization  was 
nad,  with  Brother  Weaver  for  chairman 
and  Joseph  Oakes  for  secretary ;  then  tbe 
meeting  adjourned  to  Tuesday  evening.” 

Another  printed  call,  on  the  authority  of 
the  same  names  as  before,  was  put  up  at 
the  depot,  tbe  post  office,  snd  probably  st 
some  other  places,  for  an  adjourned  meet¬ 
ing  to  be  held  in  Friendship  Hall,  on 
Tuesday  evening  at  8  o’clock.  Soon  after 
that  hour  there  were  a  few  persona  in  tbe 
hall.  Some  of  us  were  tSld  by  one  who 
seemed  interested,  that  the  meeting  was  to 
be  held  in  a  one  horse  wsgon  standing  un¬ 
der  the  gaa  ltmp  at  Wilde’s  corner.  We 
saw  the  gas  lsmp  and  the  wagon  but  at  10 
minutes  past  eight,  observing  no  assemb¬ 
lage,  we  stepped  over  to  the  poet  office 
where  we  tarried  a  little  ;  and  at  precisely 
20  minutes  past  eight  we  turned  to  gO  to 
the  meeting,  when  we  were  met  at  the 
door  by  tbe  secretary  of  the  hasty  organiz 
ation,  who  informed  uz  that  the  meeting 
had  been  held,  and  bad  acted  upon  the 
queation  submitted  to  them,  voting  unani¬ 
mously  to  rescind  the  vole  of  the  regular 
town  election  last  Spring,  which  appropri 
ated  $5,000  for  road  purposes 

The  absurdity  ol  this  action,  and  the 
fallacy  of  supposing  that  any  “Mass  Meet¬ 
ing’’  of  ten,  twenty,  or  even  five  hundred 
persons,  unofficially  called,  by  a  self-consti¬ 
tuted  committee,  can  legally  undo  in  five 
minutes  what  Ike  oitixens  ol  the  whole 
town  by  regular  ballot,  deliberately  occu¬ 
pying  a  whole  day  and  night,  had  decided 
should  be  done,  are  too  plain  to  need  to  be 
set  forth  by  an  argument. 

If  our  worthy  Assessor  fails  to  put  the 
appropriation  referred  to  in  tbe  tax  list,  on 
tbe  assumption  that  the  unknown  tiea 
vote  vote  in  and  about  the  one  horse  wag¬ 
on  last  Tuesday  evening,  authorized  it,  we 
very  much  doubt  «  hether  judge,  fury,  or 
fellow  citizens  generally  will  justify  his 
conclusions. 


Please  stir  them  up  before  it  is  too  late 
and  preserve  tbe  good  name  ol  our  town.

Brooklyn  is  In  *  *r*te  of  eminent  disgust 
at  tha  refusal  of  Mayor  Havwwcyer  and 
('oni|»t roller  Otre-n  to  pay.  on  the  ptrtol 
New  York,  $500  000  towards  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  great  Bridge  over  the  East 
River.  The  Mayor  snd  Comptroller  look 
upon  the  Bridge  ss  sn  engineering  mis¬ 
take.  and  ths  construction  msusgvmeut  s» 
s  financial  fraud. 

In  this  I  agree  with  them.  The  Bridge 
when  completed  will  coet  over  ten  million 
dollars,  snd  will  be  in -ecu  re  st  its  great 
height,  unless  guyed  down.  If  so  guyed, 
navigation  will  be  seriously  interfered  with. 
If  not  mi  guyed,  In  s  heavy  northeaster,  the 
wind  would  lift  it  up  and  it  would  sag 
down  and  drop  into  the  river  below.  Ism 
inclined  to  think  that  ths  solution  ot  the 
problem  of  communication  between  these 
two  great  cities,  or  rather  between  these 
two  sectionsof  the  asms  great  city,  will  be 
found  to  be  s  tunnel. 

Filr  less  than  has  been  ezpended  upon 
the  piers  atone  of  the  bridge,  lice  tunnel* 
could  have  beeu  constructed  under  the 
East  river. 

Tim  tunnel  beet  knqyrn  ie  thst  nnder 
the  ’’  Thames,"  and  the  oast  snd  difficulty 
of  constructing  It  have  caused  a  general 
belief  thst  tunneling  under  rivers  is  im¬ 
practicable.  Of  Ute  years,  however,  the 
attention  of  engineers  hoe  been  directed 
to  the  subject,  and  with  tbe  immenselv 
improved  machinery  for  boring,  a  great  ad¬ 
vance  has  taken  place  in  tub  fluvial  tun¬ 
nel*  The  Chicago  tunnel  and  the  triple 
tunnrl  from  Liverpool  to  Birkenhead  are 
the  finest  examples,  and  prove  conclusively 
the  advantage  of  this  system  over  bridges

Tbe  momentous  business  of  the  session 
was  the  consideration  of  proposals  tor 
lighting  the  town  for  one  year  from  first 
of  October  next.  Ignoring  the  fact  that 
we  bare  a  Gas  Company  here,  which  has 
made  large  investments  snd  expenditures 
in  setting  up  the  business  in  our  town,  lay¬ 
ing  down  seven  seven  or  eight  miles  of 
pipe  ss  directed  by  the  Town  Council, 
with  a  tacit  understanding  thst  Jon  reason¬ 
able  terms  thst  company  should  continue 
to  serve  the  streets  with  light,  and  losing 
sight,  apparently,  of  the  large  expenditure 
already  incurred  by  the  town  in  the  lamp¬ 
posts  snd  the  connecting  pipes,  Ac.,  the 
Committee  opened  tbe  bids,  one  of  which 
proposed  to  light  the  streets  with  petrole¬ 
um,  for  s  certain  price  which  we  have  not 
been  particular  to  remember,  snd  another 
to  light  with  s  new  illuminator,  patented 
ss  “gasoline.” 

The  Committee  wisely  concluded  to  de¬ 
fer  notion  for  the  present.

Were  it  not  for  tbemmquitot 
bich  swarm  in  coanfless  millions,  the 
paradise  of  the  world  would  be  West  Jer 
eey.  “There  every  prospect  pleases,  mos 
quitoes  alone  are  vile.”  Leaving  Phils 
delphio,  on  Penn.  R.  R.,  passing  through 
Chester  Valley,  th*  most  inviting  port  ot 
the  Quaker  State  is  traversed.  To 
■ay  this  portion  of  the  State  it  rich  and 
beautiful,  is  to  but  faintly  represent  its 
condition  snd  appearance.  The  thrifty 
Dutch  snd  Quaker  fanners,  have  brought 
the  land  to  the  highest  state  of  cultivs 
tion.  Every  farm  and  village  presents 
evidences  of  industry  snd  prosperity.  But 
throughout  this  beautiful  valley,  vegeta 
tion  has  suffered  from  a  leng  snd  uninter¬ 
rupted  drought.  Leaving  CosUville, 
town  of  5,000  inhabitants  located  on  the 
Brandvwine  Creek,  of  Revolutionary  fame, 
s  ride  of  two  and  s  half  hoars  by  tbe  Wil 
mington  and  Reading  R.  R.,  one  of  the 
most  circuitous  and  nervous  R.  R.  in  the 
world,  brought  your  Correspondent  to 
Wilmington,  Del.  Hera  begin  tbe  enor 
mou*  peach  orchards,  which  extend  all 
over  the  State  of  Delaware,  and  down  the 
Eastern  shore  of  Maryland,  almost  to  the 
Virginia  shore.  Should  all  tbe  orchard* 
now  planted  produce  a  fair  yield,  it  would 
be  impossible  to  find  a  market  for  them. 
In  acme  sections  unbroken  forests  of  peach 
trees,  of  ten  and  twenty  thousand  acres 
greet  the  eye.  But,  alto,  for  ths  owners, 
they  seldom  or  never  gather  s  fair  crop 
And  peaches  this  season,  especially  in 
Maryland,  are  a  total  failure.  The  late 
frosts  of  tbe  8pring  killed  the  bud*,  and 
many  growers  are  bankrupt.  I  felt  sad 
and  sick  of  the  sight  and  hastened  home.
